Miss Cooper spoke main­ 
ly explaining the markings on E ng­ 
lish sterling, mentioning London 
aud Pirmingham als^. 
Each person was given a chart 
showing markings on all Ixmdon 
made sterling hack to 16S7, tile cen­ 
tury when tableware was first in­ 
troduced. 
There are f o u r markings oil 
authentic sterling, each must be on 
a shield, sometimes an extra murk 
is added, that being the head of 
whoever happens to be king at the 
time. 
American silver was very scarce 
in olden times and a great amount 
was made from silver coins.

ings. The rarest type displayed wan 
a silver ImiwI brought by a mem­ 
ber. the IniwI having been in the 
Peal® family, relatives of George 
Washington. 
In 1*1115, a law was passed where 
silverware had to lie marked as to 
the type It is. 
The group was told that each 
person should keep a record of 
when and where they purchased 
their silver for the sake of their de­ 
scendants.
